Tou look over the list, decide what 


yon want to buy, figure up the total 
cost and take the money to your post- 
master. He gives you a receipt for 
It.

The postmaster then forwards your 


order to the Quartermaster depart- 
ment of the army at 
Washington, 


which sends It to any one of the IS 
cone supply offices /and storage sta- 
tions which Is nearest your home. 
This office pastes an address labol 
on th* goods you want, drops It in 
th* mall, and your mall man brings 
It to you next day. You turn your 
receipts over to the mnllman when 
he delivers your package. 


And remember that whatever you 


buy by this method, you are getting 
at one-half to two-thirds the present 
market price of the goods.
